No.  31,  Bureau  of  Statistics. 

In  harmony  with  a  joint  resolution  approved  February  9,  1905, 
directing  the  Director  of  the  Census  to  deal  with  the  commercial 
movement  of  cotton  in  connection  with  the  reports  of  cotton  ginned 
as  made  for  the  past  five  }Tears,  this  Department  has  transferred  to 
the  Bureau'of  the  Census  all  work  of  a  character  covered  in  this  bul- 
letin. This  will  therefore  be  the  last  of  this  series  of  bulletins  pub- 
lished by  the  Bureau  of  Statistics  of  this  Department  and  an}'  further 
publications  along  this  line  will  be  issued  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census.

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THE  COMMERCIAL  COTTON  CROP  OF  1903-4. 


INTRODUCTION. 

The  area  devoted  to  the  cotton  crop  in  1903 — exceeding"  28,000,000 
acres  and,  to  date,  the  largest  on  record — under  ordinary  conditions 
should  have  yielded  approximately  11,000,000  bales.  But  the  plant- 
ing season  was  very  unfavorable,  the  cold  wet  weather  delayed  opera- 
tions, and  the  germination  of  the  seed  was  so  slow  as  to  make  the  crop 
one  of  the  Litest  in  many  years.  During  the  latter  end  of  the  season, 
as  was  disclosed  b}T  the  Department's  October  report,  there  was  a 
great  deterioration  in  the  condition  of  the  plant,  the  boll  weevil  caused 
incalculable  damage  in  Texas,  and  early  frosts  added  to  the  disaster. 

Willie  such  conditions  foreshadowed  a  very  poor  yield,  the  crop 
estimates  made  by  some  of  the  leading  commercial  authorities  were  so 
high  that  the  cotton  trade  was  scarcely  prepared  for  a  crop  so  small 
a>  that  indicated  bj  the  Department  on  December  3,  1903.  The 
Department's  estimate,  9,962,000  bales,  which  proved  to  be  practically 
correct,  caused  an  immediate  and  continuous  advance  in  prices,  amount- 
ing, in  about  two  weeks,  to  1  cent  a  pound  in  the  New  York  market. 
By  February  1  middling  upland  advanced  to  the  remarkable  price  of 
ITi  cents  a  pound,  a  figure  not  touched  within  thirty  years,  or  since 
1874 

But  the  great  rise  in  price  and  the  great  variations — from  9^  to  17i 
cents  per  pound,  or  in  the  value  of  a  bale  from  $17.50  to  $86.25 — were 
not  the  only  remarkable  features  of  the  season  of  1903-4. 

The  crop  was  by  man}'  millions  of  dollars  the  most  valuable  on 
record. 

The  exports,  though  not  so  large  as  in  either  of  the  previous  three 
years,  were  over  £100,000,000  more  valuable  than  ever  before. 

The  visible  supply  of  American  cotton  at  the  close  of  the  season  was 
the  smallest  for  many  years.  The  season  (1903-1)  demonstrated  the 
fact  that  the  world's  consumption  of  cotton  had  overtaken  the  supply, 
the  close  of  the  season  showing  an  actual  deficit  in  supply  amounting 
to  approximately  5,000  bales.  It  was  also  demonstrated  that,  to  meet 
the  world's  requirements,  a  crop  of  no  less  than  11,000,000  bales  per 
annum  must  be  produced  in  the  United  States. 
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Another  notable  event  of  the  year,  brought  about  by  the  short 
American  crop  and  the  ever  increasing  demand  for  cotton,  was  the 
incorporation  in  England  of  the  British  Cotton  Growing  Association, 
with  a  capital  stock  of  12,500,000,  for  the  purpose  of  extending  the 
growth  and  cultivation  of  cotton  in  the  British  colonies,  dependen- 
cies, and  protectorates.  The  prospectus  of  the  association  makes  the 
following  statement: 

It  is  an  admitted  fact  that  the  world's  consumption  of  cotton  has  overtaken  the 
supply,  and  the  danger  of  the  situation  is  intensified  by  the  fact  that  American 
requirements  have  enormously  increased  in  recent  years,  namely,  from  2,500,000 
bales  in  1891  to  4,000,000  bales  in  1902,  and  will  no  doubt  go  on  increasing.  It  is 
estimated  that  the  normal  increase  in  the  world's  consumption  of  cotton  is  400,000 
bales  per  annum .  It  is  therefore  evident  that  unless  new  cotton  fields  are  opened  up 
in  other  parts  of  the  world,  most  of  the  mills  in  this  country  will  have  permanently 
to  work  short  time,  and  may  be  closed  entirely.  Even  should  the  present  American 
crop  (1904-5)  prove  to  be  a  favorable  one,  the  efforts  of  the  association  must  in  no 
way  be  relaxed,  for  future  years  are  most  doubtful,  and  with  the  increase  in  con- 
sumption it  is  almost  certain  that  within  a  comparatively  short  period  there  will  be 
another  shortage. 

In  1901  and  1902  many  cotton  mills  in  this  country  were  unable  to  run  full  time, 
owing  to  shortage  of  cotton.  In  1903  most  of  the  Lancashire  mills  ran  short  time  for 
a  period  of  four  months,  and  it  has  been  estimated  that  the  spinners,  manufacturers, 
and  operatives  suffered  in  that  year  a  direct  loss  of  £2,000,000,  apart  from  the  losses 
consequently  entailed  upon  merchants  and  others  indirectly  interested  in  the  welfare 
of  the  cotton  trade.  In  the  present  year  (1904)  the  majority  of  the  mills  have  been 
compelled  to  run  short  time  for  eight  months,  and  it  is  impossible  to  estimate  the 
-  to  the  whole  Empire  of  the  serious  diminution  in  the  productive  and  earning 
power  of  the  most  important  manufacturing  industry  of  the  world. 

Mr.  J.  A.  Hutton,  vice-chairman  of  the  association,  in  an  address 
before  the  British  Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Science,  esti- 
mated that  no  less  than  10,000,000  persons  in  England  were  more  or 
less  dependent  on  the  cotton  trade;  that  the  employers  alone  were 
losing  ^200,000  a  week  through  short  time;  and  that  the  total  loss 
to  capital  and  labor  in  the  cotton  and  allied  trades  throughout  the 
country  was  not  less  than  $1,500,000  a  week.  The  remedy  for  this 
condition  of  affairs  was  to  encourage  the  growth  of  cotton  within  the 
British  possessions;  and  he  pointed  out  that  there  was  no  reason  why 
Wesl  Africa  should  not  in  time  produce  20,000,000  bales  of  cotton.

GENERAL    SUMMARY   BY   YEARS    AND  BY    STATES. 

In  estimating  the  crop  of  the  States  and  Territories  the  Department 
has  followed  its  usual  method,  the  statistical  data  used  being  furnished 
by  the  officials  of  the  rail  and  water  lines  that  have  transported  cotton 
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from  the  States  of  production,  by  the  officials  of  the  mills  located  in 
those  States,  and  by  special  agents  of  the  Department  at  the  southern 
ports  and  important  receiving  points  in  the  interior.  The  reports  from 
these  sources  are  condensed  in  the  following  tables,  so  as  to  show  the 
number  of  bales  of  cotton  moved  from  each  State  and  Territory  to  the 
ports,  to  northern  and  western  mills,  to  Canada,  Mexico,  and  other 
foreign  destination:  the  number  taken  from  the  current  crop  by  the 
mills;  the  number  forwarded  from  one  cotton  State  to  the  markets 
and  mills  of  another,  and  the  number  taken  by  the  mills  from  the 
ports:

In  the  above  tables  "taken  from  other  State*"  includes  all  cotton 
forwarded  by  rail,  water,  and  wagon  from  interior  points  and  planta- 
tions of  one  State  to  interior  markets  of  another;  also  all  cotton 
shipped  from  interior  points  of  one  State  to  the  mills  of  another — all 
of  which  is  first  credited  to  the  State  in  which  it  originates.  The 
amount  of  cotton  taken  from  other  States  and  ports  shows  an 
increase  each  year,  due  almost  wholly  to  the  increased  demand  of 
southern  mills.  In  further  explanation  of  the  large  amount  of 
cotton  "taken  from  other  States,''  it  may  be  stated  that  at  points 
like  Augusta  and  Columbus,  Ga.,  there  are  large  deliveries  of 
cotton  by  rail,  water,  and  wagon  from  adjacent  plantations  in  South 
Carolina  and  Alabama.  There  are  also  considerable  deliveries  from 
Alabama  plantations  at  Columbus  and  Meridian,  Miss. ;  from  Indian 
Territory  plantations  at  Denison  and  Gainesville,  Tex.,  and  from 
Oklahoma  plantations  at  Quanah  and  Vernon.  Tex.  At  Shreveport, 
La.,  bhe  receipts  from  Texas  and  Arkansas  are  very  large.  More- 
over, the  mills  of  nearly  all  the  cotton  States  obtain  supplies  from 
other  States  at  some  time  or  another  during  the  year.  Hence  such 
movements  from  one  State  into  another  are  deducted;  otherwise  there 
would  be  a  duplication. 

"Taken  Prom  ports"  includes  only  the  cotton  purchased  at  the  ports 
by  mills  situated  in  the  cotton  States,  and  which  has  already  been 
counted  in  the  movement  to  the  ports.  The  amount  thus  obtained  by 
the  mills  is  likewise  due  to  the  scarcity  of  cotton  in  the  interior  and 
the  usual  activity  of  the  southern  mills. 

The  cotton  produced  in  Kansas  was  marketed  in  St.  Louis,  and  that 
in  Kentucky  was  forwarded  by  rail  and  river  to  Memphis  and  St. 
Louis.  The  few  bales  grown  in  Utah  were  used  in  one  of  t he  local 
mills;  since  Li iotton  planting  there  seems  to  have  been  abandoned. 
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COMPARISON  OF  CROPS  FOR  FIVE  YEARS. 

A  comparison  of  the  commercial  crops  for  the  past  live  years  shows 
that  the  crop  of  1903-4,  with  one  exception,  was  smaller  than  that  of 
any  other  jrear.  it  was  664,133  bales  less  than  that  of  the  previous 
year.  601,706  less  than  that  of  1901-2,  and  340,104  less  than  that  of 
L900-1,  while  it  was  greater  than  the  crop  of  1899-1900  by  over 
900,000  bales. 

The  output  from  some  of  the  States  shows  considerable  fluctuations 
during  the  live-year  period.  Among  the  States  of  largest  production 
this  is  particularly  true  of  Arkansas,  Georgia,  Mississippi,  and  Texas. 
In  Arkansas  it  shows  an  extreme  fluctuation  of  336,728  bales,  in 
Georgia  326,619,  in  Mississippi  379,264,  and  in  Texas  1,088,094.  In 
Alabama  and  the  Carolinas  the  output,  considering  the  variation  in 
crop  conditions,  has  been  comparatively  steady.  On  the  other  hand, 
omitting  the  unfavorable  season  of  1903-4,  the  output  from  Indian 
Territory,  Louisiana,  and  Oklahoma  has  steadity  increased.  In  four 
years  the  increase  in  Indian  Territory  was  234,836  bales,  in  Louisiana 
L94,680  bales,  and  in  Oklahoma  111,447  bales. 

The  average  commercial  movement  from  the  cotton  States  and  Terri- 
tories for  the  five  years  1899-1900  to  1903-4,  inclusive,  amounted  to 
approximately  10,200,000  bales,  as  compared  with  an  average  of 
(.».t'>57,000  bales  the  previous  five  years. 

In  the  preceding  tables  no  account  has  been  taken  of  the  cotton 
brought  forward  from  one  season  to  another,  or  of  the  amount  held 
over  at  interior  towns  and  on  plantations  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

DISTRIBUTION   OF    THE    CEOP   FEOM   THE    STATES  AND   TEBXtX- 

TORIES. 

Comparative  statements  are  given  below  showing,  in  detail,  how  the 
crops  were  distributed  from  each  State  and  Territory  during  the  period 
1899-1900  to  1903-4.  The  movement  from  each  State  does  not  neces- 
sarily show  the  final  destination,  but  always  to  some  point  beyond  the 
State  of  origin.  For  instance,  cotton  is  shipped  from  several  of  the 
States  and  Territories  to  St.  Louis,  Memphis,  Louisville,  and  Cincin- 
nati, where  it  is  marketed  and  subsequently  shipped  to  various  desti- 
nations. The  shipments  to  inland  points  east  of  Ohio  and  north  of 
the  Potomac  River  (except  in  Maryland)  are  grouped  under  "New 
England,"  and  those  to  points  west  of  Pennsylvania,  north  of  the  Ohio 
and  east  of  the  Mississippi  River  under  the  "Ohio  River  points."  It 
should  be  explained  that  in  the  case  of  one  railway  line  which  traverses 
several  States,  and  handles  a  large  quantity  of  cotton,  the  shipments 
are  reported  in  tonnage  and  are  reduced  to  uniform  bales  of  500  pounds. 
All  round  bales — that  is,  bales  weighing  about  250  pounds — are  counted 
as  half  bales.

MOVEMENTS    OF   COTTON    IN    1902-3    AND    1903-4    C  OMrAKED. 

For  some  years  Savannah  has  received  for  export  and  coastwise  ship- 
ment far  more  of  the  Alabama  crop  than  any  other  port.  In  1903-4, 
however,  there  was  a  falling  off  of  shipment;-  to  this  port  amounting 
to  18,829  bales  as  compared  with  the  previous  year,  the  deficiency 
having  apparently  gone  to  Mobile,  which  gained  39,474  bales  in  1903-4. 
The  most  notable  change  in  the  port  movement  from  this  State  in  the 
laUer  year  occurs  in  the  largely  decreased  receipts  at  Pensacola, 
amounting  to  74,359  bales.  New  Orleans  shows  a  loss  of  22,204  bales; 
Boston.  4,&52,  and  Seattle  1,7*23,  while  Norfolk  gained  11,554;  Bruns- 
wick. 2,800,  and  ( 'harleston,  (>.<  >r>5.  The  inland  movement  to  New  Eng- 
land mills  increased  14,268  bales,  and  there  were  increases  in  shipments 
to  the  mill  points  of  all  the  Southern  States.,  excepting  Kentucky  and 
North  Carolina,  The  increase  to  South  Carolina  mills  was  11,178 
bales;  to  Georgia  mills,  3,728;  to  Tennessee  mills,  1,507,  and  to  Mary- 
land mills.  1,251.  There  was  a  decrease  of  3,363  bales  to  North  Caro- 
lina mills  and  1.447  to  Kentucky  mills.  An  increase  of  -.742  bales 
appears  in  the  shipments  to  Memphis,  3,934  to  Westpoint,  6,431  to 
Columbus  (Miss.),  and  5,917  to  interior  Mississippi  points.  Other 
decreases  in  shipments  are  shown  as  follows:  To  Columbus  (Ga.),  9,616 
bale-:  to  interior  Georgia  points,  5,965;  to  Cincinnati,  2,144,  and  to 
interior  Tennessee  point-.  2,808. 

The  total  movement  from  the  State  was  856,1-35  bales  in  1903-4, 
against  897,126  in  1902-3,  or  40,991  hales  less.  The  average  for  the 
five  years  is  914,419  bales,  and  the  average  commercial  crop  for  the 
same  period  1,027,078  bales.

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MOVEMENTS   OF   COTTON   IN   1902-3    AND    1903-4   COMPARED. 

On  account  of  the  greatly  diminished  crop,  the  receipts  of  cotton  at- 
St.  Louis  (including  East  St.  Louis),  the  principal  market  for  the  crop 
of  this  State,  were  94,457  bales  less  in  1903-4  than  in  1902-3.  For 
the  same  reason  some  of  the  other  markets  received  much  less  cotton: 
than  the  previous  year.  New  Orleans  got  92,836  bales  less,  Memphis 
42,351,  North  Atlantic  ports  6,050,  and  Shreveport  4,915.  The  ship- 
ments to  New  England  mills  were  26,691,  to  Canada  6,284,  to  Tacoma. 
1.402,  and  to  Greenville  1,245  bales  less  than  in  1902-3.  Savannah 
received  8,312,  interior  Louisiana  points  6,819,  Brunswick  4,299,  and 
Port  Arthur  1,968  bales  more  than  the  previous  year. 

The  total  movement  from  the  State  in  1903-4  was  253,882  bales  less; 
than  the  previous  year.  The  average  movement  for  five  years  is 
851,614  bales,  and  the  average  commercial  crop  for  the  same  period 
823,919  bales.

MOVEMENTS    OF    COTTON    IN    1902-3    AND    1903-4    COMPARED. 


Notwithstanding  the  increased  receipts  of  Florida  cotton  at  Pensa- 
cola previous  to  1903-1,  Savannah  still  remains  the  chief  market  for 
the  product  of  the  State,  the  shipments  to  that  port  consisting  almost 
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wholly  of  sea-island  cotton.  As  this  crop  was  smaller  in  1903-4  by 
several  thousand  bales,  the  shipments  to  Savannah  showed  a  corre- 
sponding decrease,  the  amount  of  which  was  -1,561-  bales.  Pensacola 
received  in  1903-1  less  than  half  as  much  as  the  previous  year,  the 
decrease  being  8,136  bales.  There  was  a  falling  off  of  2,261  bales  in 
the  shipments  to  New  England  mills  and  of  1,329  in  the  shipments  to 
New  Orleans.  A  decrease  is  also  shown  in  the  receipts  at  Brunswick 
and  Mobile.  The  amount  forwarded  through  Jacksonville  shows  a 
gain  of  1,135  bales  as  compared  with  that  for  1902-3. 

The  total  movement  from  the  State  in  1903-4  was  12,333  bales  less 
than  in  the  previous  }Tear,  and  the  average  for  five  years  is' 50, 910 
bales.  The  average  commercial  crop  for  the  same  period  is  50,717 
bales.

MOVEMENTS    OF    COTTON    IN    1902-3    AND   1903-4   COMPARED. 

Of  the  total  crop  movement  from  Georgia,  Savannah  received  con- 
siderably more  than  one-half,  although  the  receipts  in  1903-4  were 
25,404  bales  less  than  the  previous  year.  Charleston,  which  in  former 
years  always  received  a  generous  share  of  the  crop,  in  1903-4  handled 
only  54.857  bales,  or  39,049  bales  less  than  the  previous  season.  There 
was  a  decrease  of  5,431  bales  at  New  Orleans  and  5,216  at  Brunswick, 
as  compared  with  1902-3.  On  the  other  hand,  there  was  a  gain  in  the 
receipts  of  Georgia  cotton  at  other  ports  as  follows:  Wilmington,  22,391 
bales;  Norfolk,  9,953;  Philadelphia,  3,372;  and  Boston,  2,424.  The 
following  changes  may  be  noted  in  the  inland  movement  to  domestic 
mills:  An  increase  of  21,173  bales  to  North  Carolina  mills,  4,710  to  South 
Carolina  mills,   and  3,149  to  Tennessee  mills,  and  a  decrease  of  44,748 
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bales  to  New  England  mills,  30,469  to  Alabama  mills,  2,933  to  Virginia 
mills,  and  1,385  to  Maryland  mills  in  1903-4  as  compared  with  the 
previous  year.  The  deliveries  at  Eufaula  show  an  increase  of  -±,400 
bales. 

The  total  movement  from  the  State  in  1903-4  was  1,123,073  bales, 
or  S0,SS7  bales  less  than  in  1902-3,  and  the  average  for  the  five  years 
is  1.203,351  bales.  The  average  commercial  crop  for  the  same  period 
is  1,386,961  bales.

MOVEMENTS    OF    COTTON    IN    1902-3    AND    1903-1    COMPARED. 

There  was  a  decrease  in  1903-4,  as  compared  with  the  previous  year, 
in  the  receipts  of  cotton  from  Indian  Territory  at  Galveston  and 
Houston,  the  two  markets  that  handle  the  bulk  of  the  crop.  The 
decrease  at  Galveston  amounted  to  26,9S1  bales  and  at  Houston  to 
6,379  bales.  New  Orleans  lost  11,590;  Boston,  2,925,  and  New  York, 
1,922  bales.  On  the  other  hand,  gains  are  shown  at  other  ports  as 
follows:  Savannah.  6,587  bales;  Seattle,  3,66-1;  Pacific  ports,  2,390, 
and  Baltimore,  2,116.  There  was  a  falling  off  at  St.  Louis  (including 
East  St.  Louis)  amounting  to  20,162  bales.  Shreveport  received 
11,576  and  Fort  Smith  9,303  bales  less  in  1903-1-  than  the  previous 
year.  The  receipts  at  Memphis  are  continually  increasing,  and  were 
1,511  bales  greater  than  in  1902-3.  The  shipments  to  Western  mills 
(including  Denver)  in  1903-1  were  6,603  bales  less  than  the  previous 
year. 

The  total  movement  from  the  Territory  was  282,238  bales  in  1903-4 
as  compared  with  351,775  bales  in  1902-3,  the  average  for  five  years 
being  219,375  bales.  The  average  commercial  crop  for  the  same 
period  is  218,196  bales.

The  receipts  of  cotton  from  Louisiana  at  Xew  Orleans  daring  the 
season  1903-4  were  not  as  large  as  in  the  previous  season  by  41.454: 
bales.  The  shipments  to  Port  Arthur  were  10,3TG  bales  less  and  to 
Galveston  5,503  bales  less  than  in  1902-3.  A  comparison  of  the  inland 
movement  of  the  two  seasons,  1902-3  and  1903-4,  shows  decreases  in 
shipments  of  35,324  bales  to  St.  Louis  (including  East  St.  Louis), 
3,147  bales  to  Vicksburg,  1,317  to  Houston,  and  1,340  to  Xew  England 
mills.  Natchez  received  7,136,  interior  Mississippi  points  2,045,  and 
interior  Arkansas  points  922  bales  more  than  in  1902-3. 

The  total  movement  from  the  State  was  900,946  bales  in  1903-4.  or 
89,437  bales  less  than  the  previous  year,  the  average  for  the  live  years 
being  92<  >,5<  >2  bales.  The  average  commercial  crop  for  the  same  period 
2,909  bales.

TTith  a  few  exceptions,  there  was  less  cotton  shipped  through  the 
ports  from  Mississippi  in  1903-4  than  the  previous  year.     New  Orleans 
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received  33,739  bales  less,  Savannah  17,241,  Brunswick  5,622,  Boston 
3,099,  Baltimore  2,324,  Mobile  1,778,  and  Seattle  1,209  bales  less. 
Norfolk  gained  4,580  and  New  York  1,303  bales.  In  the  inland 
movement  to  domestic  mills  there  were  somewhat  smaller  ship- 
ments to  Alabama  and  Tennessee  mills,  and  1,344  bales  less  to  West- 
ern mills,  but  a  very  large  increase  to  New  England  mills,  amount- 
ing to  145,334  bales.  South  Carolina  mills  received  17,177,  North 
Carolina  mills  4,179,  Georgia  mills  3,058,  and  Virginia  mills  1,388 
bales  more  in  1903-4  than  the  preceding  year.  The  receipts  at  Mem- 
phis show  an  apparent  loss  of  137,325  bales,  but  this  is  no  doubt  due 
to  the  fact  that  most  of  this  cotton,  while  passing  through  Memphis, 
was  not  credited  to  that  market,  as  was  done  in  1902-3,  but  to  New 
England  mills  and  other  destinations.  On  the  other  hand,  there  was 
an  apparent  increase  of  15,047  bales  to  interior  Tennessee  points, 
whereas  the  bulk  of  this  cotton  reported  as  going  to  Tennessee  com- 
press points  was  in  reality  finally  destined  to  Northern  and  Eastern 
points.  There  were  increases  in  shipments  as  follows:  Louisville 
9,112,  St.  Louis  (including  East  St.  Louis)  5,277,  and  Ohio  River 
points  (including  Chicago)  3,616  bales.  Other  decreases  in  shipments 
are  shown,  as  follows:  To  interior  Alabama  points  7,742  bales,  Canada 
2,079,  Helena  3,843,  Bayou  Sara  2,851,  and  Baton  Rouge  4,754. 

The  total  movement  from  the  State  in  1903-4  was  1,481,208  bales, 
or  only  16,517  bales  less  than  the  previous  year.  The  average  move- 
ment for  the  five  3rears  is  1,354,017  bales,  and  the  average  commercial 
crop  for  the  same  period  1,315,145  bales.

More  than  one-half  of  that  portion  of  the  North  Carolina  crop  of 
1903-4  not  retained  for  home  consumption  was  handled  at  Norfolk, 
the  increase  in  receipts  over  1902-3  amounting  to  2,101  bales.  The 
inland  movement  to  New  York  shows  an  increase  of  8,610  bales  and 
to  Boston  1,248  bales.  As  compared  with  the  previous  year,  17,819 
bales  less  were  received  at  Wilmington,  3,732  less  at  Baltimore,  and 
1,274  less  at  Philadelphia,  The  shipments  to  Virginia  mills  decreased 
5,322  bales,  while  there  was  a  gain  of  1,773  bales  in  the  shipments  to 
South  Carolina  mills.

MOVEMENTS   OF   COTTON   IN    1902-3    AND    1903-4   COMPARED. 

In  view  of  the  rapid  increase  in  the  production  of  cotton  and  the 
building  of  new  transportation  lines,  many  changes  ma}^  naturally  be 
looked  for  in  the  movement  of  cotton  from  Oklahoma  Territory. 
Among-  those  of  importance  to  be  noted  was  a  decrease  of  25,801  bales 
in  direct  shipments  to  Galveston  in  1903-4,  as  compared  with  the 
previous  }Tcar.  But  this  apparent  loss  was  offset  b}r  an  increase  of 
20,630  bales  to  Houston,  1,657  to  Gainesville,  1,456  to  Fort  Worth, 
and  of  shipments  to  other  Texas  points,  all  of  which  ultimately  passed 
through  Galveston.  Other  ports  show  decreases  as  follows:  Boston 
9,243,  Brunswick  4,792,  Philadelphia  1,813,  and  New  York  1,754  bales. 
On  the  other  hand,  increased  receipts  of  Oklahoma  cotton  are  shown 
at  the  following  ports:  Seattle  4,304,  Savannah  2,563,  Pensacola  1,110, 
New  Orleans  961,  and  Tacoma  831  bales.  There  was  a  decrease  of 
6, loo  bales  at  Memphis  and  1,338  at  interior  Texas  points,  while  Fort 
Smith  received  2,944  and  interior  Indian  Territory  points  2,279  bales 
more  than  in  1902-3.  The  inland  movement  to  domestic  mills  in  New 
England  increased  2,364  bales,  to  Western  mills  1,181  bales,  and  to 
Alabama  mills  1,000  bales. 

The  total  movement  from  the  Territory  in  1903-4  was  170,764  bales, 
or  7,238  bales  less  than  the  previous  year,  and  the  average  movement 
for  live  years  is  136,523  bales.  The  average  commercial  crop  for  the 
same  period  is  136,109  bales.

So  much  of  the  South  Carolina  crop  is  taken  by  its  own  mills  and 
those  of  Georgia  and  North  Carolina  that  the  hulk  of  what  remains 
is  distributed  through  fewer  commercial  channels  than  the  crops  of 
some  other  States.  Wilmington  gets  a  much  larger  share  of  the  crop 
than  any  other  port,  but  the  receipts  in  L903-4  were  2,768  bales  less 
than  the  previous  year.  The  most  notable  change  in  port  receipts 
occurs  at  Charleston,  where  the  decrease  amounted  to  40,402  bales. 
There  were  practically  no  shipments  to  New  Orleans  in  L903-4, 
againsl  4,430  the  previous  year.  Norfolk  shows  a  .main  of  20,494, 
Savannah  6,192,  and  New  York  797  bales,  while  Baltimore  lost  894 
bales.  The  shipments  to  Augusta  increased  4,989  hales,  and  to  North 
Atlantic  port-  (via  Georgetown)  1,140  bales.     The  inland  movement 
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to  domestic  mills  -hows  the  following  changes:  An  increase  of  3,466 
bales  to  New  England  mills,  and  S\)(.)  to  Virginia  mills,  and  a  decrease 
of  5,084  bales  to  North  Carolina  mills  and  1,480  bales  to  Georgia  mills. 
The  total  movement  from  the  State  in  1903-4  was  477,007  bales,  or 
1.6,85]  hale-  less  than  in  1902-3,  and  the  average  movement  for  the  live 
years  is  462,625  bales.

Memphis,  which  usually  handles  about  one-half  of  the  Tennessee 
crop,  received  45,461  bales  less  in  1903-4  than  the  previous  year.  The 
movement  to  interior  Alabama  points  was  7,431  bales  less;  to  St.  Louis 
(including  East  St.  Louis)  3. 60S;  to  interior  Mississippi  points,  2,516, 
and  to  Canada  1,309  less  than  in  1902-3.  There  was  a  gain  at  Louis- 
ville of  2,064,  and  at  Ohio  River  points  of  1,075  bales.  The  port 
receipts  at  New  Orleans  were  increased  19,923  bales,  and  at  Charles- 
ton 1,714;  and  decreased  at  Mobile  5,432,  and  New  York  939.

Its  receipts  from  within  the  State  were  371,350  bales  greater  than  the 
previous  year,  and  from  all  sources  312,961  bales  greater,  placing  it 
for  a  second  time  in  the  lead  of  the  cotton-receiving  ports  of  the  United 
States.  This  position  was  attained,  not  by  reason  of  increased  ship- 
ments from  new  territory,  but  from  Texas  towns  and  plantations  as  is 
shown  by  the  following  comparative  statement:  In  1902-3  Galveston's 
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receipts  from  Arkansas,  Indian  Territory,  Louisiana,  and  Oklahoma 
were  205,789  bales  plus  87,914:  bales  received  via  interior  Texas  towns 
(including  Houston)— a  total  of  293,703  bales.  In  1903-4  the  Galves- 
ton receipts  from  the  same  States  and  Territories  were  147,400  bales 
plus  109,138  bales  received  via  interior  Texas  towns  (including  Hous- 
ton)— a  total  of  256,538  bales.  Therefore,  the  Galveston  receipts  from 
other  sources  than  Texas  were  37,165  bales  less  in  1903-4  than  the  pre- 
vious year,  which  shows  that  the  increased  receipts  for  the  latter  season 
were  derived  from  Texas  towns  and  plantations.  The  large  increase  at 
Galveston  was  necessarily  followed  b}T  a  decrease  in  the  shipments  of 
Texas  cotton  to  other  points,  notably  to  New  Orleans,  which  lost 
134.124  bales. 

Other  ports  show  decreased  receipts  as  follows:  Seattle  24:, 84:9,  Port 
Arthur  20,482,  San  Francisco  1-4,456,  Boston  (all  rail)  9,74:2,  New 
York  (all  rail)  5,298,  and  Tacoma  884  bales.  In  the  overland  move- 
ment to  domestic  mills  New  England  received  13,4:26  and  Western 
mills,  including  Oakland  and  Denver,  2,101  bales  less  than  in  1902-3. 
The  shipments  to  St.  Louis  (including  East  St.  Louis)  decreased  32,502, 
to  Shreveport  24,096,  and  to  Canada  1,873  bales.  The  only  increased 
shipments  of  importance  were  8,921  bales  to  Texarkana,  6,781  bales 
(via  Rio  Grande  River  ports)  to  Mexico,  and  1,147  bales  to  Memphis. 

The  total  movement  from  the  State  was  2,632,526  bales  in  1903-4, 
or  107,354  bales  more  than  the  previous  }Tear,  and  the  average  move- 
ment for  live  years  is  2,784,273  bales.  The  average  commercial  crop 
for  the  same  period  is  2,733,279  bales.

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MOVEMENTS   OF   COTTON    IN    1902-3   AND   1903-4   COMPARED. 

The  movement  of  the  Virginia  crop  to  Norfolk  in  1903-4  was  only 
15  bales  more  than  the  previous  year.  There  was  an  increase  of  701 
bales  delivered  to  North  Carolina  mills  and  a  decrease  in  the  receipts- 
at  Petersburg  of  2,374  bales. 

The  total  movement  in  1903-4  was  13,143  bales,  or  1,702  bales  less- 
than  1902-3,  and  the  average  for  five  years  is  12,600  bales,  which  is- 
also  the  average  commercial  crop  for  the  same  period. 

SHIPMENTS  OF  COTTON  FROM  RAILROAD  STATIONS. 

The  following  tables  contain  a  statement  of  the  number  of  bales  of 
cotton  forwarded  from  each  of  the  stations  named  in  the  various  States 
and  Territories  during  the  season  1903-4,  as  reported  by  the  various, 
railway  lines  operating  in  the  cotton  States.  The  figures  represent 
the  number  of  bales  shipped  from,  but  not  necessarily  the  number 
originating  at,  each  station. 

There  are  certain  stations  in  all  of  the  cotton  States,  known  as  "con- 
centrating points,"  at  which  compresses  are  located.  Cotton  from 
various  other  stations  is  here  concentrated  for  the  purpose  of  com- 
pression into  much  smaller  and  more  compact  bales  for  reshipment  to- 
the  seaboard  or  to  distant  inland  markets.  Compress  stations  are- 
located  at  nearly  200  interior  points,  as  well  as  at  all  of  the  important 
southern  ports. 

But  compress  points  are  not  necessarily  the  only  stations  at  which 
cotton  is  concentrated.  There  are  numerous  stations  at  which  com- 
presses are  not  located  that  handle  large  quantities  of  cotton.  These- 
stations  are  sometimes  the  local  markets  for  a  large  territory,  and 
thousands  of  bales  are  shipped  in  from  other  less  important  stations- 
or  hauled  in  b}T  wagons  from  the  plantations  to  be  sold  and  shipped  to> 
some  compress  point  or  local  mill. 

Hence  it  is  that  at  compress  and  other  concentrating  points  the  fig- 
ures given  represent  not  only  the  cotton  of  local  origin  or  growth 
but  also  that  which  originates  at  other  stations.  In  most  instances  the- 
shipments  from  the  minor  stations  are  also  given.  The  exceptions  are- 
in  cases  of  several  short  lines  of  railroad  having  but  few  important 
shipping  points,  the  cotton  originating  on  such  lines  being  credited  to> 
the  station  at  the  point  of  junction  with  the  main  line. 

It  has  not  been  found  practicable  to  give  the  shipments  from  river 
and  coastwise  points,  but  as  a  matter  of  information  and  for  the  pur- 
pose of  showing  the  entire  movement  of  the  crop  in  each  State,  the 
amount  of  cotton  so  originating  is  given  and  credited  to  "coastwise 
points"  and  "river  landings."  For  a  like  reason  the  wagon  move- 
ment from  the  plantations  of  one  State  to  the  markets  of  another  is 
given  and  credited  to  the  "county"  in  which  it  originated.

During  the  course  of  each  season  many  changes  occur  in  the  station 
lists  of*  the  railroads.

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The  short  crop  in  South  Carolina  is  accounted  for  b3r  reason  of  the 
unusually  cold  and  wot  spring,  which  gave  the  plant  a  very  poor  start. 
Unfavorable  weather  conditions  continued  until  about  July  1,  and, 
later  on,  excessive  rains  retarded  the  maturity  of  the  plant.  As  to 
the  sea-island  crop  of  Florida  and  Georgia,  Messrs.  W.  W.  Gordon  & 
Co.,  of  Savannah,  say: 

The  acreage  of  the  sea-island  crop  of  1903-4  was  the  largest  ever  planted.  The 
spring  was  too  cold  and  there  was  too  much  rain,  so  that  a  late  and  poor  stand  was 
obtained  and  the  plant  was  unpromising  until  developed  ]>y  favorable  weather  in 
July  and  August.  On  the  1st  of  September  the  outlook  was  for  the  largest  crop  on 
record.  The  cyclone,  followed  by  rains  and  then  a  comparatively  early  killing  frost, 
cut  off  the  crop  fully  one-third. 

From  the  beginning  of  the  movement  of  the  crop  the  receipts  indicated  a  small 
crop  and  prices  were  well  sustained.  In  the  winter,  when  the  size  of  the  crop  was 
almost  a  certainty,  and  when  American  uplands  had  advanced  to  nearly  double  the 
usual  prices  and  the  best  Egyptians  had  also  advanced  to  extreme  prices,  holders  of 
sea  islands  raised  their  prices  to  figures  which  killed  the  sale  of  them  by  making  it 
impossible  for  spinners  to  sell  goods  made  out  of  such  high-priced  cotton. 

PRODUCTION  OF  SEA-ISLAND  COTTON  FOR  FOURTEEN  YEARS. 

The  following  table  gives  the  production  of  each  State,  the  total 
crop,  and  the  number  of  bales  exported  and  the  number  retained  for 
domestic  consumption  from  1890-91  to  1903-4,  inclusive.  The  total 
crop  for  189-1-95  includes  31  bales  of  Texas  growth  marketed  at 
Galveston;  that  for  1895-96,  991;  and  that  for  1896-97,  2,500.  The 
total  crop  for  1897-98  includes  7  bales  grown  in  Alabama  and  10  in 
Texas,  and  that  for  1898-99,  6  bales  grown  in  Louisiana.  The  crop 
estimates  from  1896  to  1903,  inclusive,  are  those  of  the  Department. 
AH  other  figures  in  the  table  are  taken  from  commercial  authorities.

Although  the  commercial  crop,  with  one  exception, 
was  the  smallest  in  seven  3-ears,  and  more  than  a  million  bales  less 
than  the  record-breaking  crop  of  1898-99,  it  was  by  far  the  most  val- 
uable and  remunerative  in  the  history  of  the  industry.  If  the  value 
of  the  seed  be  included,  the  total  value  of  the  crop  to  the  planter 
would  amount  to  almost  §681,000,000.  The  average  value  of  the 
crops  for  the  five  years  embraced  in  the  above  table  is  $161,528,795.

REMARKABLE    FLUCTUATIONS   AND    THEIR    EFFECT. 

In  a  review  of  the  course  of  prices  in  1902-3,  in  the  Department's 
report,"  it  was  stated  that  not  for  thirty  years  had  there  been  such  a 
fluctuation  in  the  price  of  cotton  as  during  the  season  1902-3.  The 
range  of  prices  for  middling  upland  in  the  New  York  market  was  from 
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8.3  to  13.5  cents  per  pound,  a  difference  of  5.2  cents,  or  $26  a  bale5. 
while  the  range  in  the  New  Orleans  market  was  from  7f  to  13f  cents,  a. 
difference  of  6  cents,  or  $30  a  bale.  But  these  fluctuations,  though  very 
remarkable,  are  not  comparable  to  the  extreme  and  violent  fluctua- 
tions which  took  place  during  the  season  1903-4,  and  unlike  the  pre- 
vious season  they  occurred  during  the  first  half  of  the  year,  thus  giving- 
the  planter  some  advantage  of  the  high  prices  that  obtained  in  Decem- 
ber, or  immediate^  following  the  publication  (December  3)  o£  the- 
Department's  estimate  of  the  crop. 

Middling  uplands  had  brought  as  high  as  13  cents  in  New  York  and 
12^  cents  in  New  Orleans  during  the  month  of  September.  The  fol- 
lowing month  there  was  a  sharp  decline  in  both  markets,  the  lowest, 
prices  during  the  whole  of  the  season  being  recorded  9.5  in  New  York 
and  9-J  cents  in  New  Orleans.  In  November  there  was  an  advance  of 
something  like  a  cent  a  pound  in  both  markets. 

In  regard  to  the  course  of  prices  at  this  time,  Messrs.  Latham,  Alex- 
ander &  Co.,  in  their  review  of  the  market,  say: 

When  it  was  realized  last  fall  that  the  current  crop  could  not  possibly  be  any  thing- 
like as  large  as  had  been  originally  expected,  the  market  naturally  became  attractive^ 
to  speculators,  and  a  bull  movement  was  inaugurated,  which,  through  its  reckless 
and  unwarranted  conduct  resulted  in  giving  cotton  the  widest  range  of  value  that 
has  been  seen  during  any  year  since  the  crop  crossed  the  8,000,000  mark. 

The  effect  of  the  wide  fluctuations  in  the  American  markets  upon: 
the  cotton  industry  of  Lancaster  is  thus  described  in  a  review  of  the 
cotton  season  by  Messrs.  Ellison  &  Co.,  of  Liverpool,  England: 

Ever  since  the  opening  of  the  season,  but  especially  during  the  winter  and  early 
spring  months,  the  cotton  industry  has  been  harassed  and  worried  by  the  doings  of 
certain  speculative  cliques  on  the  other  side  of  the  Atlantic.  *  *  *  The  wide  and 
erratic  fluctuations,  due  to  manipulations,  have  had  a  decidedly  injurious  effect  upon 
the  Liverpool  market,  and  crippled  to  a  considerable  extent  the  operations  of  the 
legitimate  merchant  and  importer,  whose  business  has  not  only  been  seriously  cur- 
tailed but  in  many  cases  rendered  unprofitable.  With  fluctuations  of  over  Jd.  per 
pound  between  the  opening  and  close  of  one  day's  business,  or  between  the  close  of 
one  day's  market  and  the  opening  of  another,  merchants  were  often  compelled  to- 
take  risks  which  did  not  properly  come  within  the  scope  of  legitimate  trading  oper- 
ations; and,  although  at  times  these  enforced  speculative  operations  paid  on  bal- 
ance, they  were  prejudicial  to  the  importer  and  merchant,  and  in  many  cases  turned 
what  otherwise  promised  to  be  a  fairly  satisfactory  transaction  into  one  of  an  entirely 
different  nature.  Spinners  and  manufacturers  have  suffered  in  like  manner,  and 
from  the  same  cause,  though  the  case  of  the  consumer  has  been,  of  course,  accentu- 
ated by  the  shortness  of  the  crop  and  the  necessity  for  curtailing  consumption  for 
months  together.  Practically,  the  mills  of  Lancashire  have  been  on  short  time  for 
almost  three-fourths  of  the  season,  and,  as  in  Oldham  and  the  surrounding  spinning 
districts,  profits  mainly  depend  upon  turning  out  the  largest  production  the  mill  can 
possibly  turn  out  in  a  given  time,  the  effect  of  this  prolonged  spell  of  curtailed  con- 
sumption has  had  a  most  unpleasant  result  for  the  shareholders  who  look  for  profits: 
and  the  hands  for  wages  from  the  spinning  industry  of  this  country. 

The  lowest  price  of  middling  upland  in  the  New  York  market  dur- 
ing  the  season  1903-1  was  9.5  cents  in  October,  while  the  highest 
29202— No.  34—05 5 
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price  reached  was  17.25  cents  in  February — a  difference  of  7.75  cents 
per  pound,  or  138.75  a  bale.  The  lowest  price  in  the  New  Orleans 
market  was  9-J  cents  in  October,  and  the  highest  price  16T\  in  February — 
a  difference  of  7.31  cents  per  pound,  or  $36.56  a  bale.  After  the  col- 
lapse of  the  "  bull "  movement,  about  the  middle  of  March,  prices  gradu- 
ally declined  the  remainder  of  the  season,  and  during  the  month  of 
August  dropped  below  10i  cents  in  New  York  and  to  10  J  in  New  Orleans.

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In  a  few  instances  the  name  of  the  "port  of  entry"  has  been  sub- 
stituted for  the  name  of  the  customs  district,  as  employed  by  the 
Department  of  Commerce  and  Labor,  the  object  being  to  show  the 
port  through  which  the  cotton  is  shipped.  For  instance,  the  exports 
from  the  district  of  Corpus  Christi,  Tex. ,  to  Mexico  are  not  shipped 
through  the  Gulf  port  of  that  name,  but  are  forwarded  by  rail  through 
the  port  of  entry,  Laredo,  Tex.  The  exports  through  the  district  of 
Passamaquodd}r,  Me. ,  went  by  rail  to  mills  in  New  Brunswick  through 
the  port  of  Calais,  etc. 

The  most  noteworthy  change  in  the  export  movement  during  1903-4 
has  occurred  at  Galveston  and  New  Orleans,  the  relative  position  of 
the  two  ports  as  exporters  of  cotton  being  reversed,  Galveston,  for  the 
second  time  in  its  history,  taking  the  first  rank.  On  accoant  of  the 
smallness  of  the  crop,  the  exports — except  from  Galveston— were  less 
from  all  of  the  important  ports,  and  this  is  noticeably  true  of  Charles- 
ton and  the  Pacific  ports. 

AMERICAN  COTTON  CONSUMED  BY  FOREIGN  COUNTRIES. 

The  amount  of  cotton  taken  by  each  foreign  country  in  1901,  1902, 
1903,  and  1904,  with  its  value,  is  given  in  the  table  below.  As  the 
exports  contain  small  bales  of  sea-island  cotton,  as  well  as  light-weight 
round  bales,  all  bales  are  reduced  to  the  uniform  weight  of  500  pounds.

The  amount  of  American  cotton  taken  by  foreign  countries  directly 
from  the  ports  of  this  country  amounted  to  only  (3.179.712  bales  for 
the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30. 1904.  This  was  906,374  bales  less  than 
the  previous  year,  821,845  less  than  1901-2.  and  328,738  less  than 
1900-1901.  Of  course  this  was  due  almost  wholly  to  the  scarcity  and 
high  price  of  cotton.  However,  in  spite  of  the  large  decrease  in  the 
amount  taken  by  foreign  countries  the  total  value  of  the  exports  was 
the  greatest  on  record,  amounting  to  8372,017,261.  which  was  actually 
more  by  many  millions  than  the  total  value  of  either  of  the  great  crops 
of  1897-98  orl898-99. 


IMPORTS  OF  COTTON  INTO  THE  UNITED  STATES. 

The  table  below  gives  the  number  of  pounds  of  raw  cotton  imported 
from  each  country  during  the  fiscal  years  ended  June  30  from  1900 
to  1904,  inclusive;  also  the  total  quantity  reduced  to  bales  of  500 
pounds  each,  and  its  total  value.  It  will  be  seen  from  these  figures 
that  the  amount  imported  in  1903-1  was  less  than  during  any  other 
year  since  1S99 — excepting  1900-1901 — and,  in  fact,  it  was  less  with 
this  single  exception  than  at  any  time  since  1891.  This  falling  off  in 
the  use  of  foreign-grown  cotton,  most  of  which  comes  from  Egypt,  is 
no  doubt  due  to  the  increasing  use  in  recent  years  of  our  own  sea- 
island  and  long-staple  uplands.

Table  LI  shows  the  number  of  spindles  operated  in  each  of  the  five 
years,  from  1899-1900  to  1903-1:,  inclusive.  Perhaps  at  no  time  dur- 
ing either  year  were  all  of  the  spindles  in  operation.  Some  of  the 
new  mills  were  not  completed  until  late  in  the  year,  at  times  some 
were  closed  for  repairs,  and  at  other  times,  owing  to  high  prices  and 
scarcity  of  cotton,  others  ran  on  short  time.  But  all  of  the  spindles 
enumerated  were  operated  at  one  time  or  another  during  the  year.

PURCHASES    OF    COTTON    BY    MILLS   IN    SOUTHERN    STATES. 

All  the  figures  in  the  following  table  are  based  upon  actual  returns 
made  by  the  officials  of  the  mills  in  operation,  which  include  woolen 
as  well  as  cotton  mills,  showing-  the  number  of  bales  of  cotton  pur- 
chased during  each  month,  or,  in  some  cases,  for  the  entire  season, 
their  statements,  as  heretofore,  having  been  revised  after  the  close  of 
the  year. 

Of  the  500  mills  in  operation  in  1899-1900  not  a  single  one  failed  to 
report  either  to  the  Department  directly,  or  to  the  Department's  special 
agent  detailed  for  this  work.  Of  the  581  mills  in  operation  in  1900- 
1901  only  2  failed  to  report;  of  the  621  in  1901-2  none  failed,  and  of 
the  G10  in  1902-3  onl}~  2 — one  for  the  last  three  months  of  the  season, 
while  the  other  was  operated  only  a  portion  of  the  time,  having  been 
wrecked  b}r  flood  in  the  spring  of  1903.  In  1903—1  all  of  the  mills 
reported,  either  to  the  Department  direct!}-  or  to  its  authorized  agents.

DISCUSSION   OF   MILE    STATISTICS. 

In  spite  of  the  short  crop,  high  prices,  and  the  extraordinary  demand 
for  the  American  fifear  from  all  parts  of  the  world,  there  were  more 
cotton  mills  at  work  and  more  spindles  in  operation  at  one  time  or 
another  in  1903-4  than  the  previous  year. 

In  Alabama  56  mills  were  operated,  or  2  more  than  in  1902-3;  4 
new  mills  were  completed  and  3  projected,  while  the  spindles  increased 
from  691,386  to  786,640— a  gain  of  92,254.  During  the  season 
(1D03-4)  218,444  bales  were  -purchased  and  684  sold,  217,760  being 
retained  for  consumption,  as  compared  with 201,303  the  previous  year, 
an  increase  of  16,457  bales,  or  8.2  per  cent. 

Arkansas  shows  no  change  in  the  number  of  mills,  but  there  was  an 
increase  of  2,888  in  the  number  of  spindles  operated  and  a  decrease 
of  1,087  in  the  number  of  bales  consumed.  No  new  mills  were  built 
or  projected. 

There  were  115  mills  operated  in  Georgia,  the  same  as  in  1902-3;  2 
new  mills  were  completed  and  7  projected,  The  number  of  spindles 
operated  during  the  season  was  1,360,923,  as  compared  with  1,292,695 
in  1902-3 — a  gain  of  6S,22S;  and  the  number  of  bales  of  cotton  pur- 
chased 416,393,  of  which  3,569  were  sold,  leaving  412,824  retained  for 
consumption,  as  against  417,871  bales  in  1902-3— a  decrease  of  5,047 
bales,  or  1.2  per  cent. 

Kentucky  operated  the  same  number  of  mills  in  1903-4  as  the  pre- 
vious year,  but  4,620  less  spindles,  which  was  a  decrease  from  96,388 
to  91,768.  There  were  20,371  bales  purchased  and  913  sold,  leaving 
19,458  retained  for  consumption— a  decrease  of  426  bales,  or  2.1  per 
cent.     No  new  mills  were  constructed  or  projected  in  this  State. 
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Five  mills  were  in  operation  in  Louisiana  against  6  in  1902-3,  and 
there  was  a  decrease  from  67,252  to  61,54:8,  or  2,701  in  the  number  of 
spindles  operated.  The  mills  purchased  for  consumption  11,777  bales 
of  cotton  as  compared  with  17,320  in  1902-3,  a  decrease  of  2,513  bales, 
or  11.7  per  cent.     No  new  mills  were  built,  and  only  1  projected. 

Mississippi  shows  a  gain  of  2  in  the  number  of  mills  operated;  1 
new  mill  was  completed  and  1  projected.  There  was  an  increase  from 
139,192  to  153,101  in  the  number  of  spindles  operated,  or  13,912,  but 
a  decrease  of  1,216,  or  12.5  per  cent,  in  the  number  of  bales  of  cotton 
consumed.  The  mills  purchased  31,022  bales  and  sold  1,218,  retaining 
29,801  for  consumption,  as  compared  with  31,050  in  1902-3. 

There  were  no  changes  of  consequence  in  Missouri — the  same  number 
of  mills,  and  almost  the  same  number  of  spindles  (11,866),  while  there 
was  very  little  difference  in  the  amount  of  cotton  consumed,  which 
was  1,535  bales  in  1903-1,  as  compared  with  1,587  the  previous  year. 
No*  new  mills  were  built  or  projected. 

In  North  Carolina  239  mills  were  in  operation  against  236  in  1902-3; 
1  new  mills  were  completed  and  16  projected.  While  the  number  of 
spindles  increased  from  1,796,390  to  1,969,580,  a  gain  of  173,190,  or 
9.6  per  cent,  there  was  a  decrease  of  33,683,  or  6.3  per  cent,  in  the 
number  of  bales  consumed.  The  mills  purchased  198,531  bales  and 
sold  962,  retaining  197,572  for  consumption  as  compared  with  531,255 
in  1902-3. 

In  South  Carolina  there  were  11  more  mills  in  operation  in  1903-1 
than  in  the  previous  year,  or  150  as  compared  with  136;  12  new  mills 
were  completed  and  9  projected.  The  number  of  spindles  operated 
increased  from  2,179,521  to  2,861,369— a  gain  of  381,818,  or  15.1  per 
cent.  Notwithstanding  this  large  increase  in  spindles  there  was  a 
decrease  of  17,567,  or  3  per  cent,  in  the  number  of  bales  consumed. 
In  1903-1  the  number  of  bales  purchased  was  585,676,  of  which  16,117 
were  sold,  leaving  for  consumption  569,559  bales  as  compared  with 
587,126  in  1902-3. 

There  were  five  less  in  the  number  of  mills  operated  in  Tennessee 
in  1903-1  than  the  previous  year,  and  no  new  mills  under  construction 
or  projected.  The  number  of  spindles  operated  decreased  from  211,078 
to  198,662,  a  loss  of  12,116,  and  the  number  of  bales  consumed  from 
15,385  to  13,116 — a  decrease  of  2,239,  or  1.9  per  cent.  During  the  year 
the  mills  disposed  of  350  bales. 

•  In  1903-1  12  mills  were  operated  in  Texas,  as  compared  with  15  the 
previous  year;  1  new  mill  was  completed  and  2  projected.  There 
was  a  decrease  from  71,816  spindles  to  57,316,  a  loss  of  17,500,  or  23.1 
percent,  while  the  consumption  decreased  from 20,918  to  15,120  bales, 
a  decrease  of  5,828  bales,  or  27.8  per  cent.  The  mills  sold  133  bales 
in  1903-1. 
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In  Virginia  13  mills  were  operated,  as  compared  with  17  in  1902-3. 
No  new  mills  were  built,  but  3  were  projected.  There  was  a  small 
increase  in  the  number  of  spindles  operated  and  a  substantial  increase 
in  the  amount  of  cotton  consumed.  The  spindles  numbered  192,372  as 
compared  with  191,546  in  1902-3,  and  the  bales  50,660  as  compared  with 
43,331— an  increase  of  7,329  bales,  or  17.1  percent. 

The  total  number  of  mills  operated  in  the  Southern  States  in  1903-1 
was  618  as  compared  with  610  the  previous  year,  a  gain  of  8.  There 
were  21  new  mills  completed  during  the  season  and  12  projected. 
The  spindles  increased  from  7,100,292  to  7,766,118— a  gain  of  665,856, 
or  9.1  per  cent.  During  1903-1  the  mills  purchased  1,901,268  bales 
of  cotton,  and — no  doubt  owing  to  the  extraordinary  price  of  the  raw 
material  which  brought  a  better  profit  than  the  manufactured  article — 
sold  21,216  bales,  retaining  for  consumption  1,877,022  as  compared  with 
1,925,951  in  1902-3,  a  decrease  of  18,932  bales,  or  2.5  per  cent. 

The  progress  of  cotton  spinning  in  the  South  during  the  five-year 
period,  1899-1900  to  1903-1,  inclusive,  is  illustrated  by  the  following 
statement : 

In  1899-1900  there  were  500  mills  in  operation  in  the  cotton  States, 
and  the  following  year  581,  an  increase  of  81,  or  16.2  per  cent.  In 
1901-2  there  was  an  increase  of  13  mills,  or  7.1  per  cent,  over  the 
previous  year;  in  1902-3  an  increase  of  16  mills,  or  2.6  per  cent; 
and  in  1903-1  an  increase  of  8  mills,  or  1.2  per  cent.  For  the  five- 
year  period  the  increase  in  the  number  of  mills  was  118,  or  29.6  per 
cent.  The  number  of  spindles  in  1899-1900  was  5,001,187,  and  the 
following  3^ear  5,590,783,  a  gain  of  589,296,  or  11.8  per  cent.  In 
1901-2  there  was  a  gain  of  931,839,  or  16.7  per  cent;  in  1902-3  a  gain 
of  577,670,  or  8.8  per  cent;  and  in  1903-1  a  further  gain  of  665,856, 
or  9.1  per  cent.  During  the  five-}Tear  period  there  were  2,761,661 
new  spindles  installed  in  the  Southern  mills,  or  an  increase  of  55.3  per 
cent.  In  1899-1900  the  consumption  of  raw  cotton  was  1,570,998 
bales,  which  was  slightly  increased  the  following  year  (the  increase 
being  5,788  bales,  or  1  per  cent).  In  1901-2  the  increase  amounted 
to  301,316  bales,  or  19.3  per  cent;  and  in  1902-3  to  11,822  bales,  or 
2.1  per  cent.  Owing  to  the  scarcity  of  raw  material,  high  prices,  and 
the  loss  of  business  in  the  Orient,  for  the  first  time  in  ten  }~ears  there 
was  a  decrease  in  1903-1,  the  amount  being  18,932  bales,  or  2.5  per 
cent.  During  the  five-year  period  there  was  an  increase  in  consump- 
tion of  306,021  bales,  or  19.5  per  cent. 

The  following  table  shows  the  crop  of  each  State,  the  amount  of 
cotton  purchased  b}^  the  mills  of  each  State,  the  amount  taken  by  the 
mills  of  one  State  from  the  crop  of  another,  and,  as  far  as  is  disclosed 
bj7  the  investigation,  the  per  cent  the  mills  of  each  have  purchased 
from  the  crop  of  the  State  in  which  they  are  located  and  the  per  cent 
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of  the  total  purchases  taken  from  other  States.  As  far  as  can  be  ascer- 
tained the  mills  of  Kentucky  and  Missouri  obtain  all  their  supplies 
from  other  States,  and  the  mills  of  Virginia  all  but  about  1,000  bales, 
which  is  included  in  the  Virginia  rail  movement.  At  such  mill  points 
as  Charlotte,  X.  C,  Augusta.  Columbus,  and  Westpoint,  Ga..  Eufaula, 
Ala.,  and  Columbus,  Miss.,  there  are  large  deliveries  of  cotton  by  rail 
ana  wagon  from  plantations  in  adjacent  States,  and  it  is  impossible  to 
ascertain  definitely  the  extent  of  mill  purchases  from  those  States.

That  the  price  paid  for  picking  is  largely  governed  b\r  the  price  the 
planter  obtains  for  his  cotton  is  clearly  illustrated  in  the  above  table. 
In  1899-1900,  when  the  average  price  of  middling  upland  was  7.65 
cents,  the  average  cost  of  picking  was  40.5  cents  u  per  hundred."  The 
following  year  the  average  price  of  middling  upland  rose  to  9.33  cents, 
and  there  was  a  corresponding  rise  to  54:  cents  "per  hundred"  in  the 
cost  of  picking.  In  1901-2  the  average  price  of  cotton  was  lower  and 
also  the  cost  of  picking.  The  next  }Tear  there  was  some  increase  in 
prices  and  a  small  increase  in  the  cost  of  picking.  But  in  1903-4  the 
increase  in  the  average  price  of  cotton  was  greater  than  for  many 
years,  and,  correspondingly,  the  increase  in  the  cost  of  picking  was 
greater.  It  will  be  noted  that  this  is  especially  true  of  the  south- 
western section  of  the  cotton  belt  where  there  is  a  scarcity  of  labor, 
an  average  of  88  cents  "per  hundred"  being  paid  in  Oklahoma,  75 
cents  in  Indian  Territory,  65  cents  in  Texas,  and  63  cents  in  Louisiana.

Owing  to  the  high  prices  obtained  for  cotton  during  the  picking 
season,  and  the  consequent  advance  in  the  price  of  picking,  the  total 
cost  of  gathering  the  crop  of  1903-1  was  the  greatest  on  record, 
amounting  to  $83,555,805  as  compared  with  $76,363,153  in  1902-3, 
$72,850,991  in  1901-2,  $82,531,833  in  1900-1901,  and  $52,811,572  in 
1899-1900.     The  average  cost  for  the  live  years  is  $73,623,331. 

It  is  an  interesting  fact  that,  notwithstanding  the  enormous  cost  of 
gathering  a  cotton  crop,  the  value  of  the  cotton  seed  has  enhanced  to 
such  an  extent  in  recent  years  that  this  by-product  practical^  covers 
the  cost  of  picking.  It  has  been  estimated,  for  instance,  that  the  crop 
of  1902-3  produced  5,091,611  tons  of  seed,  valued  at  $80,209,191,  while 
the  cost  of  picking  the  crop  was  $76,363,453,  leaving  a  balance  of 
$3,815,741  in  favor  of  the  planter.  The  crop  of  1903-4  being  consid- 
erably smaller  than  that  of  1902-3,  of  course,  turned  out  less  seed, 
but  the  average  price  of  seed  was  higher,  being  $17.82  a  ton  as 
against  $15.75  in  1902-3,  and  consequently  the  total  value  of  the 
seed  was  much  higher.  The  crop  turned  out  4,716,591  tons  of  seed 
valued  at  $84,049,652  while  the  cost  of  picking  the  crop  (1903-4)  was 
$83,555,805,  leaving  a  balance  of  $493,847  in  favor  of  the  planter. 
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THE  WORLD'S  CONSUMPTION  AND  PRODUCTION  OF  COTTON. 

THE  WORLD'S  COTTON  SPINDLES  AND  CONSUMPTION. 

The  progress  of  the  cotton  spinning  industry  in  the  various  coun- 
tries of  the  world  since  1900  is  illustrated  in  the  table  below.  The 
estimate  of  the  number  of  spindles  in  1900  was  furnished  the  Depart- 
ment 1>3t  the  late  Thomas  Ellison,  of  Liverpool.  The  estimates  for  1903 
and  1904  (except  for  the  United  States)  are  taken  from  the  "Hand- 
book for  Daily  Records,"  edited  b}^  Mr.  John  Jones,  of  London.

The  figures  in  the  above  table  relating  to  the  amount  of  cotton  con- 
sumed in  each  country  in  1903  and  1904  do  not  agree  with  those  in 
Table  LVIII  for  the  reason  that  the  latter  are  in  uniform  bales  of  500 
pounds  each,  while  the  former  are  in  the  customary  commercial  bale. 
Moreover,  the  figures  in  Table  LVIII  for  1903  and  1904  are  the  cur- 
rent estimates  for  those  years,  while  those  in  the  above  table  are  only 
the  latest  available  figures  for  each  country  named,  and  are  given 
simply  to  show  the  approximate  consumption  of  each  country  for 
which  estimates  could  be  obtained.  It  will  be  observed  that  both  the 
number  of  mills  and  the  number  of  spindles  show  a  substantial  gain 
in  1904  over  the  previous  year.

THE  WORLD'S  COTTON  CROP,   1865  TO  1904. 

The  following  table  showing  the  commercial  cotton  crop  of  the  world 
is  made  up  by  adding  to  the  commercial  crop  of  the  United  States 
the  total  imports  into  Europe  from  all  countries,  the  United  States 
excepted.  As  the  crops  of  the  last-named  country  are  in  bales  approxi- 
mating 500  pounds  each,  the  imports  into  Europe  have  been  reduced 
to  uniform  bales  of  that  weight.  A  large  amount  of  cotton  is  pro- 
duced in  China  and  other  oriental  countries  which  does  not  enter  into 
commerce,  nor  is  the  domestic  consumption  in  such  countries  as  Brazil, 
Mexico,  Russia,  India,  etc. — which  in  the  aggregate  is  very  large — 
included.  The  statistics  are  simply  intended  to  show  the  commercial 
cotton  crop  of  the  world.  The  figures  prior  to  1903  were  compiled 
for  the  Department  by  the  late  Thomas  Ellison,  of  Liverpool.  England, 
whose  recent  death  has  been  a  deplorable  less  to  the  cotton  industry 
of  the  entire  world.  The  figures  for  1903  and  1901  are  taken  from 
the  annual  report  of  Messrs.  Ellison  &  Co.,  of  Liverpool.

COTTON  IN  PEBSIA. 

In  a  report  on  the  trade  of  the  consular  district  of  Resht,  Persia,  for 
1902-3,  the  acting  British  vice-consul  sa}rs:a 

What  is  most  satisfactory  from  the  Persian  point  of  view  is  the  increase  in  the 
volume  of  exports,  due  in  the  first  place  to  the  cultivation  of  cotton,  in  the  second 
to  the  cultivation  of  rice,  and  in  the  third  to  sericulture,  all  of  which  are  rapidly 
progressing. 

Cotton  does  not  pertain  to  the  trade  of  this  province,  which  does  not  grow  it,  but 
its  cultivation  in  Mazanderan  and  Astrabad  has  become  very  important.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  development  of  rice  culture  and  sericulture  has  raised  Ghilan  from 
poverty  to  wealth. 

Further  on  in  his  report  the  acting  British  vice-consul  gives  the  fol- 
lowing table  showing  the  exports  of  cotton  (reduced  to  500-pound 
bales)  from  the  ports  named  below7  during  the  period  from  March  21, 
1902,  to  March  20,  1903:

These  figures,  says  the  acting  vice-consul,  show  that  the  cultivation 
of  cotton  must  have  increased  enormously  since  1891,  during  which 
year,  according  to  report  No.  1564  of  the  annual  series,  only  9,650 
bales  of  500  pounds  each  of  Persian  raw  cotton,  valued  at  $280,943, 
arrived  at  the  Russian  port  of  Baku.  Ghilan  not  being  a  cotton- 
producing  area,  the  exports  from  Enzelli,  amounting  to  1435,459, 
ma}r  be  taken  to  represent  up-country-  consignments,  which,  being 
deducted  from  the  total,  leave  a  balance  of  $1,154,130  for  Mazanderan 
and  Astrabad.  These  two  provinces  had  an  almost  equal  export,  the 
former  sending  away  cotton  valued  at  $591,392  and  the  latter  cotton 
valued  at  $562,738. 

IMPORTS  AND  EXPORTS  OF  COTTON  BY  FOREIGN  COUNTRIES. 

The  tables  following,  which  are  compiled  from  the  official  records 
of  each  countiy  specified,  are  intended  to  show,  so  far  as  disclosed  by 
the  records,  the  origin  of  all  cotton  imported  into  and  the  destination 
of  all  cotton  exported  from  each  foreign  country  during  the  past  five 
years  or  for  such  recent  years  as  were  available.  The  amounts  have 
been  reduced  to  uniform  bales  of  500  pounds  each. 

GREAT  BRITAIN. 

The  imports  of  cotton  into  Great  Britain  in  1903  amounted  to 
3,586,198  bales.  Of  this  amount,  2,722,276  bales,  or  75.9  per  cent, 
were  received  from  the  United  States;  591,812  bales,  or  16.5  per  cent, 
from  Egypt;  166,282  bales,  or  4.6  per  cent,  from  British  possessions; 
80,844  bales,  or  2.3  per  cent,  from  Brazil,  and  0.7  per  cent  from  all 
other  countries.  In  1903  Great  Britain  exported  609,320  bales.  The 
largest  exports  were  285,890  bales  to  Russia,  most  of  which  was  the 
growth  of  the  United  States.  The  next  largest  quantit}^  exported  was 
130,569  bales  to  the  United  States,  nearly  all  of  which  was  Eg}Tptian 
cotton.  The  exports  to  Belgium  amounted  to  38,972  bales,  to  Ger- 
many, 38,517,  and  to  Sweden,  24,839.  Almost  every  European  coun- 
try obtains  more  or  less  cotton  from  Liverpool,  and  it  will  be  noted 
that  shipments  were  also  made  to  Japan,  the  Philippine  Islands,  and 
Mexico.

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GERMANY. 

Iii  the  cotton  trade  Germany  possesses  importance  both  from  its 
large  consumption  of  cotton  and  its  large  transshipments  to  other 
countries.  The  statistics  of  the  German  Customs  Union  do  not  include 
receipts  at  the  various  free  ports,  of  which  Bremen  and  Hamburg  are 
the  most  important,  nor  the  shipments  from  those  free  ports.  At 
those  ports,  and  especially  Bremen,  the  transshipment  trade  of  Ger- 
many is  centered.  In  1903  Bremen  received  1.759,81:7  bales  of 
cotton,  perhaps  the  largest  amount  ever  received  at  this  port  in  one 
year.  Of  this  amount  1,695,058  bales,  or  96  per  cent,  were  imported 
from  the  United  States;  40,306  bales,  or  2  per  cent,  from  British 
East  Indies;  11,635  bales,  or  1  per  cent,  from  China,  and  from  all 
other  countries  1  per  cent.  Practically  all  of  the  cotton  received  at 
Bremen  was  distributed  to  other  European  countries.  During  1903 
there  were  sent  from  this  port  to  other  ports  of  Germany  925.041  bales, 
to  Russia  405,195,  to  Austria  271.956,  to  Switzerland  55,588,  to  the 
Netherlands  41.S74,  to  Sweden  17,354,  to  Denmark  12.676  bales,  and 
to  other  countries  smaller  amounts.  It  appears  that  4.442  bales 
were  sent  to  the  United  States.  The  receipts  at  Hamburg  in  1903 
amounted  to  523,293  bales,  exclusive  of  small  rail  and  river  receipts. 
Of  this  amount  308,254  bales,  or  59  per  cent,  were  received  from 
British  East  Indies;  145,957  bales,  or  23  per  cent,  from  the  United 
States;  29,260  bales,  or  5  per  cent,  from  Egypt;  14.369  bales,  or  3 
per  cent,  from  China,  and  from  all  other  countries  5  per  cent.  The 
principal  exports  from  Hamburg  by  sea  were  30.733  bales  to  Russia 
and  24,552  bales  to  Sweden.  Much  larger  shipments  were  distributed 
by  rail  and  river,  principally  to  Germany.

The  raw  cotton  consumed  by  the  textile  industry  of  Germany  reached 
1,686,369  bales  in  1903,  of  which  1,182,051  bales,  or  70  per  cent,  were 
received  from  the  United  States,  348,572  bales,  or  21  per  cent,  from  the 
British  East  Indies,  and  136,122  bales,  or  8  per  cent,  from  Egypt.  It  is 
to  be  noted  that  in  the  official  German  statistics  no  account  is  taken  of  re- 
ceipts at  the  free  ports  that  are  transshipped  to  foreign  countries.  Ship- 
ments of  foreign  cotton  within  the  German  Customs  Union  from  the  free 
ports  are  frequently  credited  in  the  official  German  statistics  to  the  free 
port  through  which  transshipped,  instead  of  to  the  country  of  origin.

FRANCE. 

In  1903  the  imports  of  cotton  at  the  various  French  ports  amounted 
to  1,116,348  bales.  The  largest  receipts  arrive  at  the  northern  ports, 
Havre  and  Dunkirk,  consisting  mainly  of  United  States  cotton.  Of 
the  receipts  at  Marseille,  United  States  Consul-General  Skinner  says: 

Marseille  is  not  a  cotton-importing  port  of  great  consequence.  American  cotton 
practically  all  seeks  the  north  of  France  through  the  Atlantic;  ports.  The  trade  in  this 
city  is  therefore  limited  practically  to  cotton  from  various  Old  World  sources.  The 
arrivals  here  in  1903  amounted  to  118,425  bales,  of  which  America  furnished  14,394.

ITALY. 

The  imports  of  cotton  into  Italy  in  1903  were  679,743  bales.  Of 
this  amount  the  United  States  contributed  66  per  cent,  or  446,883  bales; 
British  East  Indies  172,748  bales,  or  25  per  cent;  Egypt  27,464  bales, 
or  4  per  cent,  and  all  other  countries  5  per  cent.  The  official  records 
show  that  sometimes  cotton  is  imported  from  other  countries  overland 
by  rail;  thus,  in  1899  the  rail  receipts  were  12,709  bales  and  in  1900, 
6,995  bales.  Some  cotton  is  forwarded  from  Italian  ports  by  rail  to 
countries  farther  north,  but  such  cotton  is  of  course  not  included  in 
the  following  statistics,  which  show  only  imports  for  consumption.

RUSSIA. 

Some  interesting  information  regarding  the  cotton  industry  in  this 
country  has  been  recently  compiled  by  the  Department  of  Commerce 
and  Labor  in  its  reuort  on  "Commercial  Russia  in  1904."  This 
report  says: 

The  growth  during  the  last  thirty  years  of  a  large  domestic  cotton  industry, 
together  with  the  efforts  of  the  Eussian  Government  to  foster  by  its  tariff  policy  the 
development  of  cotton  growing,  has  resulted  in  a  considerable  increase  of  the  acre- 
age devoted  to  cotton  cultivation  in  the  outlying  possessions  in  the  southern  Cau- 
casus, and  even  more  so  in  central  Asia  (Turkestan).  The  construction  of  the  Trans- 
Caspian  Railway  gave  the  first  impetus  to  the  utilization  of  the  natural  resources  of 
the  recently  conquered  region.  Agents  of  Russian  and  Polish  cotton  manufacturers 
distributed  seeds  and  extended  financial  assistance  to  would-be  cotton  growers,  with 
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the  result  that  cultivation  of  this  fiber  slowly  became  one  of  the  principal  employ- 
ments of  the  agricultural  class  in  this  region.  There  are  no  exact  figures  showing 
the  total  cotton  crop  raised  during  the  earlier  years,  the  figures  quoted  being  more 
or  less  approximate  estimates  only.  But  as  practically  all  the  cotton  prior  to  con- 
sumption in  the  Russian  mills  is  shipped  to  the  western  terminal  of  the  Trans- 
Caspian  Railroad  (Krasnovoclsk)  the  figures  of  cotton  transported  over  the  road 
gnre  some  indication  of  progress  achieved.  The  shipments  during  more  recent 
years  were,  as  follows  (reduced  to  bales  of  500  pounds  each):  In  1895-6,  250,978 
bales;  1896-7,  310,130;  1897-8,  345,375;  1900-1901,  567,464,  and  1901-2,  495,962.  Part 
of  these  shipments  is  made  up  of  Persian  cotton,  which,  being  admitted  to  Russia  at 
a  rate  of  customs  duty  considerably  below  that  charged  on  the  cotton  coming  from 
other  foreign  countries,  is  being  shipped  to  Russia  in  ever  increasing  quantities. 
The  official  Commercial  and  Industrial  Gazette  calculates  the  cotton  crop  of  central 
Asia  as  follows:  In  1898,  274,451;  1899,  218,766;  1900,  551,647;  1901,  407,271,  and 
1902,  353,681  bales  of  500  pounds. 

In  a  general  way,  it  may  be  said  that  about  one-third  of  the  cotton  consumed  in 
Russian  spinneries  is  raised  upon  Russian  territory,  while  two-thirds  is  of  foreign, 
chiefly  American,  origin,  paying  now  (since  July,  1900)  an  import  duty  of  4.15 
rubles  per  pood  (5.95  cents  per  pound) .  Considerable  efforts  are  made  by  the  Gov- 
ernment to  improve  the  inadequate  water  supply  of  the  region  by  regulating  the 
water  course  of  the  Syr-Daria  and  other  waterways. 

Recent  developments  in  the  cotton  region  do  not  seem  to  bear  out  the  original 
expectations  that  this  region  would,  within  a  short  period,  produce  all  the  cotton 
required  by  the  Russian  industry,  thus  making  it  independent  of  a  foreign  supply 
and  the  vicissitudes  of  the  American  cotton  market.  Notwithstanding  systematic 
endeavors  on  the  part  of  the  Russian  administration  and  the  local  agents  of  the  large 
Russian  and  Polish  cotton  spinners,  the  growth  of  the  output  has  been  disappointingly 
slow.

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 

The  commercial  statistics  proper  of  Austria-Hungary  do  not  include 
the  receipts  and  shipments  of  the  free  port  of  Trieste.  For  statistical 
and  commercial  purposes  the  free  port  is  treated  as  outside  the  customs 
frontier.  Hence,  to  ascertain  the  importance  of  Austria-Hungary  as 
a  transshipment  point,  the  commercial  statistics  of  Trieste  must  be 
used,  while  its  importance  as  a  cotton  market  is  disclosed  by  the  sta- 
tistics of  the  Dual  Monarch}".  The  Austrian  free  port  bears  the  same 
relation  to  the  Austro-Hungarian  Customs  Union  that  the  German 
free  ports  bear  to  the  German  Customs  Union. 

Trieste,  in  1903,  received  by  sea,  principally  from  foreign  countries, 
303,448  bales,  and  by  rail  971  bales,  while  it  shipped  by  rail  284,870 
bales,  principally  to  other  places  in  Austria  and  to  Germany,  and  by 
sea  5,720  bales.  Owing  to  its  southern  location  the  receipts  consist 
mainly  of  Indian  and  Egyptian  cotton.  The  United  States,  in  1903, 
furnished  only  12  per  cent  of  the  cotton  receipts.

NETHERLANDS. 

The  cotton  imports  in  1903  were  190,912  bales.  Of  this  amount, 
93,152,  or  49  per  cent,  were  exports  from  Prussia;  11,758  bales,  or  22 
per  cent,  from  the  United  States;  39,137  bales,  or  21  per  cent,  reexports 
from  Great  Britian;  12,305  bales,  or  6  per  cent,  reexports  from  Bel- 
gium, and  2  per  cent  from  all  other  countries.

NORWAY  AND  SWEDEN. 

In  1903  Norway  imported  12,122  bales  and  Sweden  79,532  bales. 
Practically  the  whole  of  this  cotton  was  reexported  from  other  coun- 
tries, mainly  from  Great  Britain  and  Germany.  It  will  be  noticed 
that  the  direct  imports  from  the  United  States  are  very  small.
